Concentration Camps 
for Thousands 


The Hungarian Government has this week issued 
decrees compelling Jews to live in certain prescrided 
quarters and empowering communal authorities to 
transfer Jews from one community to another 

Communities with less than 10,000 inhabitants are 
authorised to transfer their Jews to another com- 
munity. Mayors of communities of more than 
10.000 inhabitants can compe! Jews to live in pre- 
scribed districts, streets, or houses. After Jews have 
been concentrated m these quarters, non-Jewish 
inhabitants can be compelled to leave and settie cise- 
where hese measures. it is officsally stated. will 
enable the authorities to confiscate Jewish flats and 
to use them for wéifare ‘institutions, municipal 
offices, or for housing ** Aryans.”

In Carpathia, 
merly Czech territory, expulsions are in full 
swing : the Jews of Munkasc (Mukacevo) and Ungvar

Similar treatment is being meted out to the Jews ofl 
Kassa (Kosice). The victims were allowed to take 
with them 100 Ib. of luggage and sufficient food to 
jast a fortnight 


“ Where Air Raids Are Expected ” 


The locality of these concentration camps has 
not been disclosed bui Laszlo Endre, the Under 
Secretary of State responsible for Jewish affairs, 
announced on Monday that Jews would be setticd 
in those districts where air-raids were expected. 

Despite repeated reassurances on. the part of 
leading members of the Government that the elimina- 
tion of Jews from economic life would not adversely 
affect conditions in the country, the authorities 
have been compelled to withdraw some of the antr- 
Jewish economic measures, the too hasty imposition 
of which caused a derangement of the supply system. 
It is stated, however, that these “concessions” were 
mercly temporary and do not imply any mitigation 
of the anti-Semitic campaign. 

Most of the retail shops closed last weck have been 
ordered to open again, the Jewish proprietors being 
left to carry on until the businesses can be “Aryanised.”’ 

A new census of Jews has been ordered to facilitate 
arrangements for the new food rations for Jews 
reported in THe Jewisn CHronicie last week. Al 
Jews living in Budapest and district have been ordered 
to give up their ration cards for sugar, fats and meat

JEWS IN THE POLISH 
ARMY 


Mr. Driberg’s Fight for 
Justice 


COMMONS DEBATE 


On Friday afternoon last on the Motion for the 
Adjournment, Mr. Tom Driberg (Ind., Maldon) 
again raised the case of the Jewish Servicemen in 
the Polish Forces who had been driven by anti- 
Semitic persecution to appeal to be transferred to 
the British Army. The debate immediately Preced- 
ing the adjournment lasted so long that Mr. Dribere 
had little time in which to discuss his subject and 
the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, Mr. Hall, 
had not completed his reply when the Howse rose 
sMr. Driberg informed the House that in the court 
martial of the 21 Polish - Jewish , soldiers in 
Scotland during the previous week, persistent 
improper aticmpts had been made to induce 
ithe accused men to return to their unis One 
ot the mducements offered to them was that 
if they would return to their units there would 
then be official assistance to obtain the transic 
to the British Army which they desired. Each of 
them was taken aside and this persuasion was 
offered. .In view of the attitude of the Britssh and 
Polish Governments, that such transfers wese now 
impracticable, such a promise, said Mr, Driberg, had 
no validity at all. The men resisted this bain and 
reaffirmed their desire and determination to fight 
Hitler in combatant units of an Army in which they 
could fight as free men, instead of being surrounded 
by an atmosphere of race-hatred. persecution, and 
threats ol violence. 


Disregard of Ordinary Humanities 


Mr. Driberg then referred to a case about which 
very intle had been heard: during the .previous 
week,-a court martial of three Jewish sailors in the 
Polish Navy had taken place on the south coast 
of England. He gave an incident m connection 
with this court martial, which illustrated, he said, the 
unimaginative and callous disregard for the ordinary 
humanities which some of the Polish military 
authorities concerned displayed. There was no 
Polish-Jewish Chaplain available, and therelore a 
Jewish Chaplain to the British Forces applied, 
through the proper channels, for permission to see 


these three boys as a Jewish Chaplain. His appli- 
cation was rejected with contumely. : 
Further testimony to the prevalence of anti- 


Semitism in the Polish Forces, said Mr. Driberg, 
had been provided quite voluntarily by the other 
minority deserters from the Polish Forces, although 
it was not directly relevant to their case. “ 1 do not 
think, in view of much else which has come to light, 
that it can ahy longer be alleged, as it has been the 
tendency in some quarters to allege, that our com- 
plaints or charges are in any way exaggerated or 
over-built up." Mr. Driberg quoted the case of the 
young Jewish doctor m the Polish Army who, only 
a Tew days previously, had been driven to take. his 
own life by the treatment he had received 

After reiterating his belief that the Polish Govern- 
ment had sedasaly tried to do what they could, he 
reminded the House that this had had little effect, 
especially since large numbers of Polish soldiers 
who had fought for years with the Nazis under 
Romme! had been brought into the Polish Army 


re. 

He secalled the fears that were expressed when 
the Allied Forces Act was passed in 1940. These 
men who had been court martialled were arrested 


‘by British, as well as by Polish, police, thus making 


it an act under the British Government's authority. 
y were now asking for another act by the British 
Foreign Office and the War Office. 

The Under-Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. 
Mr. George Hall, interrupted to point out that while 
it was true that the Foreign Office had made certain 
representations to the Polish Government, thal was 
entirely outside the Act referred to. 

Mr. Bowles (Lab., Nuneaton): “I believe it is 
a fact that the British Government find a good deal 
of the funds for financing and paying these soldiers 
in the Polish Army. The Government have a eon- 
siderable interest in the matter.”

LABOUR PARTY AND

Mr. Greenwood on Jewish 
National Home 


Mr. Arthur Greenwood, M.P.. teader of the 
Parliamentary Labour Party, spoke at a Labour 
Zionist May Day meeting at the Bonnington Hotei, 
Southampton Row, W.C.1. on Monday evening 
Dr. S. Levenberg presided 

Dealing with the Jewish problem, Mr, Greenwood 
said there was one thing which could be said about 
the British Labour Party—never al any time of his 
association with the party had tt ever been. anti 
Semitic. It had always realised the dangers of anti 
Semitism They had, as a party, always stood, as 


they must do, against race hatred and against the 


rights of the majority to steam-roller and submerge 
the minority. Ihey. had never bdelieved in baiting 
those who disagreed with them. They had aiways 
held that a man or woman who spoke according to 
their conscience ought to be respected and, indeed, 
honoured “They did not distke 
because tt was just Jew-baiting It was: because 
was an expression which typified an attitude of mind 
of people who were against all form: of freedom and 
real progress 


No Future Unless Nazism is Destroyed 


ft was quite clear, he went on, Ahat as tor Socialssts 
of whatever nationality, there was no future dor 
them untr the Hitler tyranny was finally and irretricy 
ably destroyed. There was no future for the Jewish 
people uniess the same tyranny was finally and 
irretrievably destroved When Hitler, he recalled, 
started his pogroms against the Jews, the heart of 
the Labour Movement went out to the Jews im the 
agonies they were suffering. One could never forget 
those heroes of the Warsaw ghetto who had- stood 
and fought for a month against tremendous odds 

Mr. Greenwood added that it was quite clear now 
that the first real remedy was to provide a Jewish 
National Home, .which ought to be im Palestine 
There could be no doubt about that. lt was nmght 
that they should raise the flag of Judea, raise the 
Jewish flag in the ancient home without calling on 
everybody to be transported there willy-nilly under 
some international migration agreement. They 
must have some self-governing Jewish duthority 
established in Palest*e 

They had, he continued, referred to the question 
of Palestine in a document, published a week ago, 
which was a review of the whole international out- 
look as the National Executive of the Party saw it. 
He would point out jo them that each year since the 
war started the Labour Party had made a declaration 
on Jewish policy and that they had carried the con- 
ference with them unanimously. He quoted from 
the statement (which was reported in last weck’s 
Jewisu Curonicte): “There is surely neither hope 
nor meaning in a Jewish National Home’ unless 
we are prepared to let Jews, if they wish, enter this 
tiny land in such numbers as to become a majority.

PALESTINE 


Death Penalty for Carrying Arms 


COLONEL STANLEY GIVES 
ADMINISTRATION’S VERSION 


Sir Ralph Glyn (Con... Abingdon) asked the 
Colonial Secretary on Wednesday whether he could 
make any statement regarding the attacks on mem- 
bers of the Palestine Constabulary during recent 
weeks, and what action was being taken against 
those implicated. 

Colonel Stanley replied: “ Sinte my fast state- 
ment in reply to the question by Captain Plugge on 
April 5, I regret to report further attacks on and 
casualties among the police. I am circulating a 
detailed statement in the official report.. As regards 
the second part of the question, 81 persons have 
been arrested since April 1. Three are awaiting 
trial by the Miltary Court on charges of carrying 
and possessing firearms and cxplosives contrary to 
Emergency Regulations. 
will continue to be detained for the present unde: 
the Emergency Regulations, as being known mem- 
bers of Irgun zvai Leumi and Stern Groups. Of 
administrative measures the most important taken 
were the umpossion (7) of persons and the reintro- 
duction of the Emergency Regulations which im- 
posed the death penalty for the carrying of arms 
and for sabotage. 

The following is the detailed statement referred 
to above: 

“On April 5. mobile police patrols in Tel-Aviv approached 
a man in opdet to question him The man opened fire with 
a revolver and woended Constabie Duntbictos in 
the face. The assailant. who was wounded. was 
and will be chareed io duc course.

On 
three unknown persom, pessing a British police 
building in North Tel-Aviv, fired shots at two British 
comstabics on duty outede the bauilding Semauit ancousty 
an explosion occurred the building and « fragment of 
a hand-ercnade was found. British constables Hawkies and 
Quinn were Slightly wounded. and a constabic 
approaching at the time was grarcd by a bullet. The aceeilant 
meade of before assistance arrived.

Sir Ralph Glyn asked if the Colonial Secretary 
could inform the House whether,.in view of the 
increased cost of living and the very dangcrous 
occupation of these.men, the conditions of pay and 
allowances would be looked into. |

When a pérson joined a commitice for the 
first time, he would, he should have thought, sit 
and listen to the work done by the other members 
of the Committee and then express his opimon.

Dr. Schonfeld and 
Mr. H. A. Goodman objected to the clection pro- 
cedure. At Mr. Goodman's request, Dr. Epstein 
read the paragraph in the constitution which laid 
it down that the members as well as the Hon. Officers 
shall be elected annually. 

Dr. Epstein moved the re-election of the Chief 
Rabbi as President, and Dr. Snowman moved the 
re-election of Dr. Epstein as Chairman, but. Mr. 
Goodman moved that election should be by ballot. 

The Chairman said that Mr. Goodman was out 
of order and that if he wanted to give notice that there 
should be a change of method of election, he was 
entitled to do that, but he could not do ut now. .He 
must give notice of that.

Our work will serve as an caxample to the toiling 
Arab masses Im various countries to rise and take 
their full share in the building up of the riches of 
the world. which are destined for all. The Jewish 
workers are determined to march forward shoulder 
to shoulder with their working brethren in the Eaat.”

Mr. Anrcim Reiss writes on behalf of the Represcmiation 
of Potish Jows that it “ comprises all Jewish partics in 
Poland cxccpr the Bund." This ig mot the case. The 
New Zionist Organisation, which was probably the strongecst 
singtc Jewish political party in Poland, docs not form part 
of the Polish lewish Representation Negotiations did 
take place in Palestine between the N.Z.0. and the Repre- 
semation, which is dominated by the Jewish Agency. These 
nceotisations broke dows because was demanded that the 
N.Z.©.. give up “ cvacuation”™” policy with regard to 
Potieh Jewry. This the N.Z.0. could not do. and the 
justification of ita altitude is borne out by the latest events. 

In another letter, Captain Heipern writes of the 
misaporchension of the Polish Government that “ political 
Jewish partics. like the Bund. the Jewish Agency. the New 
Zionist Organisation and the Agudat Isracl are strongly 
against the segregation of Jews in separate units. or the 
sceading of them into the Jewish battalions or British units.” 
lt is well known, however, to the Polish Government, as 
wm all whe are acauainied with Jewish politics, that the 
NZ.0.. about whese sipport for the jewish Army ikica 
nothing need be said. has been in favour of separate Icwish 
units within the Polish Army since the outbreak of the 
wer. Discussions took place between N.Z.0. leaders in 
London and the Polish authoritics in 1940 and. subsequently. 
with Polish N.Z.0O. teaders who had reached Russia from 
Poland. which resulted in attempts to cetablish scpatate 
ae units for Polish Jews who had managed to reach 

USSia. 


The orojiect was abandoned because of opposition by 
Zionist leaders in London and Jerusaicm, in association with 
the “ Bund.” who denounced the possible creation of a 
separate Jcwish Legion in the Polish Army as a form of 
ehettdieation and, possibly. as a forcrunnecr to the i 


‘mentation of the “ evacuation policy of the N.Z.O. This 


pressure convinced the Polish Government that any realistic 
approach to the Polish Jewish situation was only imerpretcd 
as a further manit ; of Polish anti-Semitiem, and i 
became less cager to support a Zionist sclution to the 
Potish Jewish problem, and more vocal in its reassuring 
pronouncements as to the post-war future of Polish lewry. 
In the end, neither the Polish Government nor the lewish 
soldiers in the Polish Army have benefited from 
sigmted policy advocaicd by the Representation and by the 
Bund” tt has created more Polish Jewish discord than 
could have resulted from any scerceation.

THE OLD YISHUYV AND

Official Propagandist’s Statement Refuted 


A statement that the old Yishuv in Palestine is 
opposed to further Jewish immigration, made by 
Miss Freya Stark, the explorer, who, after visiting 
Palestine on an official mission, has undertaken a 
lecture tour, under the auspices of the Ministry of 
Information, in America and Canada, where she 
i said to be championing the Arab cause, has 
evoked a strong protest from the organisation B'nei 
Hayishuy in Palestine, says a Jewish Telceraphic 
Agency message from Jerusalem. 

The organisation has sent a cable to the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, Col. Oliver Stanley, 
declaring that the Bnei Hayishuv, who represent 
the real old-time setilers, wholeheartedly support 
Jewish immigration as the best means to secure 
the normal development of the entire Yishuv and 
the achievement of Jewish national aims. 


ANOTHER ARMS SEARCH 
Nothing Found 


Police reinforced by a military detachment sur- 
rounded the Jewish settlement of Kiryat Shaul, near 
Hérzita, on Wednesday of last week, at midnight. 
An extensive search was carried out, during which 
the settlers were removed from their dwellings. No 
arms, munitions, or other military equipment were 
Tound. 


ARAB GETS TWO YEARS ON 
ARMS CHARGE 


A sentence of @o years’ imprisonment has been 
passed by a Military Court in Jerusalem on Husscin 
Ali Abdullah for being in - possession of 3,250 
rounds of ammunition which he allegecdly bought 
from soldiers for £45. 

The sentence is subject to confirmation by the 
General Officer Commanding in Palestine. 

The same court also sentenced a Greek screcant 
to 34 years’ imprisonment for the illegal possession 
of 16 revolvers and 384 bullets. He was the fourth 


of some members of the Greek Forces engaged in . 


an arms-running racket from Egypt to Palestine, 
for winch two Greek sailors were sentenced to long 
terms of imprisonment in Januafy, when they 
attempted to sell 13 revolwers to two Arabs. The 
third member of the gang was sentenced last week 
to two years imprisonment. 


CEREMONIAL ARAB VISIT 
Village Children Fraternise 


A charming imcident, illustrative of spontancous 
Arab-Jewish friendship (writes our Jerusalem corre- 
spondent), was reported im the. Hebrew. press, 
when Arab schoolchidren from the Syrian border 
villages of Banyas and Kunecitra paid a Passover 
visit to the Jewish Kibbutz Dan. which is situated 
near the headwaters of the River Jordan in 
Northern Palestine. The children.came in Scout 
attire, a long procession bearing banners and led 
by a playing band, and were received with cordial 
hospitality by the Jewish farmers. 

¢ headmaster with the leading party warmly 
adGressed the gathering, emphasising the brilliant 
achievements of Jewish agriculture in this area 
during a short period, stating that many nationali- 
ties laved amicably together in the Unrted States 
and Switzerland, and there was no reason why joint 
aims im rebuilding Palestine should not produce a 
similar fraternity between Jews and Arabs. While 
the teachers forgathered with the adults, the Arab 
children played happily with their Jewish opposite 
numbers on the lawn in the centre of the Kibbutz. 


FIRST ANNIVERSARY OF | 
PALESTINE WAAFS 


A big parade was held in Tel-Aviv on Sunday 
on the occasion of the first anniversary of the forma- 
tion of the Palestine Women’s Auxiliary Air Force. 

The Air Force Command in a broadcast highly 
praised the efficiency of the Palestine Waafs, point- 
ing out that their work had enabled men to be trans- 
ferred to more active jobs, while the Waafs were 
doing their own job even better than men. 

A new drive for more recruits has started and is 
stated to be meeting with a good response. 


MORE CHASSIDIC RABBIS ARRIVE 


Two well-known Chassidic Rabbis, Rabbi Eliezer 
Hager, of Wisznitz, and Rabbi Baruch Rabinowicz, 
of Munkacevo, have arrived in Palestine from 
Turkey. They were met at the Lebanese-Palestine 
frontier near Ras el Nakura by hundreds of 
Chassidim, the local Rabbis, and representatives of 


the national institutions, who accompanied them to 


Haifa and thence to Tel-Aviv. 

Rabbi Hager left Bucharest On April 2 and spent 
Passover in Istanbul. He told press representatives 
that although he had been in possession of a Pales- 
tine certificate for a long time, he had preferred to 
stay with his community and to share their sorrows. 
He headed the rescue committee for deported and 
refu Jews. As a result of the swift advance of 
the Russian armies almost all surviving deportees 
had esca from Transnistria. 

The 29-year-old Rabbi of Munkacevo said that 
at the outbreak of the war he was expelied to Poland 
but managed to escape and remained in hiding in 
Budapest for two years. Two months ago he left 
Hungary and spent some time in Istanbul, where his 
wife gave birth to their fifth child. 


A group of seventy Jewish immigrants arrived 
in Palestine on Sunday by land from Turkey. 
group includes cight young people brought over 
under the care of Youth Aliyah and ten chalutzim. 
Five Jewish refugees from Greece arrived with the 
same group.

SPANISH JEWS DEPORTED 
FROM GREECE 


2,000 Removed by Nazis 


Over 2,000 Jews of foreign nationality, most of 
them Spanish, who have been living in Grecag were 
deported by the Nazis to Poland during the last few 
weeks, according to-a Greek refugee who recently 
arrived in Cairo from the mainiand. 

Sharp criticism of the Franco regime for its failure 
to protect Spanish nationals in Greece is being 
voiced. It is pointed out that Franco as the head 
of a neutral Government maintaims friendly rela- 
tions with Germany and has Consuls in the occu- 
pied countries who should have acted to save their 
nationals [rom certain death. 

A report received in Cairo says that the Nazis in 
their efforts to round up Greek Jews hidden through- 
out the countryside have offered to informers who 
betray the hiding places of Jews half of the property 
of every Jew captured, 

It is estimated that about 2,000 Jews have already 
been handed over to the Nazis as a result of the 
offer. and it ts believed that they have been cxecuted. 

The same report says that all the Jews of Herak- 
lion, in Crete. have been killed by the Nazis. 

The Nazis have now proceeded to the division of 
the property of the deported Jews of Salonika. Onc- 
third of the property goes to the Germans, one-third 
to the Greeks, and one-third has been scquestcred 
for an undisclosed purpose. 


ANTI-RACIAL BILL IN CANADA 


A Bill to make racial and religious discrimina- 
tion illegal has passed its first reading in the 
Canadian Federal Parliament. The Bill seeks to 
amend the criminal code so as to make tlegal the 
utterance or publication of statements tending to 
sect race against race and gne religious group against 
another. 

The Bill was introduced by Mr. Angus MacInnis, 
who said that the purpose of the meastire was to 
prevent dissémination of material calculated or 
likely to cause discrimination or disharmony on 
account of race or religion. 

Persons guilty of publicly uttering or publishing 
such statemenis would be su ject, on conviction, 
to a fine ranging from SO to 200 dollars, or to a 
term of imprisonment from one to two months.

Strong Press Reaction 


The heavy sentences im by a court martial 
on the 21 Polish Jewish ieTs left their units 
to join the British Army because of the intolerable 
anti-Semitic persecution to which they were sub- 

ed, have roused a storm of indignation, not only 

the Jewish community, but in every section of 
responsible opinion throughout this country and 
America. The reaction in the press is particularly 
strong. 
In a featured article in the London Eventno 
Sranparp, entitled, “It can happen here,” the 
author, Mr. Michael Foot, categorically states that 
these 21 men were condemned “ because they were 
Jews,” Mr. Foot further asserts that this was their 
only crime After refuting the arguments against 
transferring the Jewish soldiers to the British Army. 
Mr. Foot says that their discipline had been broken. 
“ not by the Jews. but by a long, unchecked cam- 
paign of insult and racial hatred.” Mr. Foot 
recalled that when objections were raised to the 
passage of the Allied Forces Bill in 1940 on the 
grounds of Polish anti-Semitism, General Sikorski's 
order forbidding Jew-baiting was produced. That 
order, said the writer, had not been executed and 
had been persistently disobeyed for three years: 
yet the men who suffer are not those who have defied 
the order, bur those victims which the order was 
designed to protect. 

It was never the intention of the British Govern- 
ment when they gave special rights to the Polish 
Government in this country to permit the intro- 
duction of anti-Semitic influence, went on Mr. Foot 
Certainly it was never the intention of the British 

ople when they gladly provided hospitality for 

rave Polish fiehters to allow them to import the 
worst vice which had defiled pre-war Poland The 
intention 6f the British Government had been defied 
(argued the writer). therefore the British Govern- 
ment had every rieht to demand the quashine of 
the sentences and the release of the remaining Jews 
in the Polish Army for service in the British Army. 
They had more than a rieht, he said: they had a 
duty. This matter touched the root of the cause 
for which we fight 


Britain Proud Of Alliance With Jews 


“ Britain,” concluded Mr. Foot, “is proud of 
her alliance with Hitler's fiest enemies, the Jewish 
people. She proclaims it from the housetops. In 
our land no man shall be hunted or convicted 
for . . . the blood that runs in his veins. Such is 
the proudest claim in our faith. and let any who 
would be our friends learn from our example.” 

Mr. Tom Driberg, M.P., writing in his column 
in Reynotos News last Sunday, told of a letter 
he had received from six of the men describing the 
court martial proceedings. He referred to the 
shabby tactics adopted by the Polish authorities of 

omising help to the Jews to get a transfer to the 

ritish Army if they would consent to return to 
their units 

In the same issue of Revnotps News, a 
article on the subject of persecution in the Polis 
forces said that anti-Semitism was a foul and dan- 
eS thine. a seed which always germinated into 

ascism. We degraded our country when we 
allowed it to exist under the protection of our laws. 
The article concluded by demanding an amnesty 
for the men who had been sentenced. 

A lone article by the Political Correspondent on 
the subject of intolerance in the Polish Army, 
appeared in Sunday's Ouserver. The main issue, 
says the article, is that this country, which went to 
war against “brute force, intolerance, and bad 
faith,” cannot tolerate these evil things in its midst 
and under its auspices. For four years, the corre- 
spondent states, the most virulent expression of 
anti-Semitism has been in the army-run Polish press 
in London, and goes on to say that the time has 
come for both the British Government, with real 
righ'eous indignation, and the Polish Government, 
with patriotic wisdom, to say uncompromisingly, 
“ This musi 

The Dat_y Worxer gave up the whole of the 
column devoted to leading articles in its issue of 
last Saturday to the subject of the Jews. After 
referring to the memorable scene in the House of 
Commons on December 17, 1942, when the entire 
House stood in silent tribute to the“martyred Jews 
of Europe the article says that the indignation is 
now cold, and the promise of retribution forgotten. 


Anti-Semitism a Foul Doctrine

THE POISON IN MEXICO 


Charges of ill-trearment of Jews by Poles in 
Mexico were recently investigated by the Mexican 
Labour paper Ei Porutar. In a refugee camp al 
Santa Rosa, in the State of Guanajuato, 27 Jews 
are housed among 700 Poles. The Jews had com- 
plained of being called “mangy Jews” and of threats 
of * death to the Jews.” Swastikas had been drawn 
on the entrances to the Jews’ sleeping quarters and 
stones and mud were thrown through the windows 
of their praye. room. Even the few Jewish children 
in the camp complained of having been persecuted 
without any attempt by the Polish administration to 
put a stop to this shameful Jew-baiting. 

The Jews were penalised for sending a complaint 
to the U.S. Ambassador in Mexico and to Jewish 
relief organisations in New York. :

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DECAY OF THE FAMILY 


ATTENTION is drawn by a correspondent this week to 
the decay of Jewish family life arising from hasty mar- 
riages. The subject, though far from being new, presents 
a grave problem, but its origins can be traced to much 
more potent causes than that which he singled out.. It 
is important to remember that it is not peculiar to our 
community alone but affects the nation as a whole, and, 
indeed, West European civilisation in general. What the 
war undoubtedly has done ts to intensify the process to a 
very serious degree. 

Long before the present struggle began, the pleasures 
of the home were largely superseded by the cinema and 
the motor car, which, during the days of leisure which gave 
most scope for famaly influences to assert themselves, 
took young and old alike far away from the family hearth. 
This process has been immensely emphasised by: the 
exigencies of the war. Families have been broken up 
by the evacuation of the children, and, in the case of 
Jews, the beautiful religious ceremonies, so redolent of the 
home, and therefore so valuable, came to a sudden stop, 
replaced, in too many instances, by at best a religioniess 
environment and at worst by something even more. destruc- 
tive. The establishment of child hostels, in many respects 
admirable, substituted a sort of herd life for that of the 
family. The equally valuable British Restaurants had the 
same effect. The family table was more and more sup- 
planted, and whole families took to lunching and dining 
out, leaving the home a mere dormitory and little else 
besides. Asa result of the unsettling influence of the war, 
a kind of wanderlust has seized many of the population, 
until they seem to have acquired not only the tea-shop or 
restaurant habit but the gipsy habit, too. “ Is your journey 
really necessary? “ may have started as an economy slogan; 
but it was a sign of the times, reflecting a resistless craving 
to be on the move to somewhere, anywhere 

Family life in war-time could not in any case go on 
as before, and so its ties were loosened, its former con- 


troling power impaired, and its sacredness became a. 


thing of the past.. Not long ago a woman broadcaster told 
of the extraordinary feeling of estrangement experienced 


.by her when her soldier husband came home to her from 


abroad after his discharge. It was felt by both parties. 
The old life seemed to have been irretrievably broken. 
It had to be rebuilt, somchow, if indeed rt could! Of course 
it may be argued that, after all, these war-time conditions 
are only temporary. and everything will be normal again, 
once they cease to operate. If so, the obligation to facili- 
tate that reversion to the old ways will make great demands 
upon statesmanship. But can we honestly believe that the 
return to the home and all that it stood for is quite so 
simple of achievement? The separation, the break-up, so 
far as the children are concerned, has taken place in their 
most impressionable and formative years. The wanderlust 
set up in them and in their elders ts not easily to be dis- 
lodged. New outlooks and desires have been implanted, 
and old excitements will not be quickly and readily dis- 
carded. 

All these things open up a serious situation of which 
the consequences may endure long after the last shot has 
been fired in the world-war, social consequences which, 
just because they lie deep down and away from legal 
restraints, are fraught with possibilities of untold evil. For 
the nation it means that the family unit, hitherto recog- 
nised as the basis of the national life, has been impoverished 
and weakened. The very foundations of the State will 
thereby be shaken. For us Jews, if our essential “ Jewish 
family heaith” is unable to resist, it will mean a progressive 
deterioration in social and religious attachments, a process 
closely connected with the notable and disquieting aloof- 
ness from the Synagogue, and the even more disturbing 
increase in intermarriages and in the number of Jewish 
divorces. The position cannot be retrieved by superficial 
improvisations or by mere negative remedies. To suppose, 
for instance, that it can be improved by the multiplication 
of new houses equipped with every modern comfort is to 
underestimate the depth of the trouble; home life and 
home loyalties can be much harder to find in a mansion 
than in a hovel. The same can be said of such solutions 
as wage and salary adjustments, as improved maternity 
services and therapy, as broad new avenues and green belts, 
and ail the rest of the items which go to make up better 
standards of living. All these things do not touch the heart 
of the trouble, which is one of the mind and a disease of 
the spirit, even as is that other aspect of this problem, the 
great birth-rate decline, which a Commission, under the 
chairmanship of Lord Simon, is at this moment consider- 
ing. Dwindling families and family decay are, in fact, 
but two related facets of a single spiritual whole. 

it #8 one of the difficulties of the problem, indeed, to 
disentangle the social phenomena which menace the 
national future-—to say which gives rise to which: which 
ss the mose prejudicial, how they mutually interact, and 
where reform should most profitably begin. Until there 
is more light on these questions there will probably only 


be piecemeal and often mutually destructive instead of co- 
ordinated and comprehensive efforts. We have to beware, in 
this grave matter, ‘of catchpenny solutions and parrot 
slogans. The need, on the contrary, is for patient probing 
of the causes at work before theories for a revival of family 
life are dished up. But in so immensely important a 
problem it ts not too much to ask that the decay of the family 
should be made the subject of a searching and authorita- 
tive inquiry by social workers and religious leaders of all 
creeds, with active governmental assistance where neces- 
sary, and that the depopulation commission should give 
special attention to it. At the least, this would show that 
the nation is alive to the magnitude of the ill which is 
sapping its chances of survival. 

For Jews. however, the need for action is pressing. 
Here is a state of things which, in the present debilitating 
conditions, holds a threat of something approaching 
extinction in the not so distant years. The restoration of 
the Jewish home to its former glories, which, as our corre- 
spondent observes, has been a model for other peoples 
to emulate, is surely ripe for consideration by a specially 
summoned communal conference, by the Jewish Ministers’ 
Conference that has long remained somnolent, or, best of 
all, by the finest brains in the Jewish Community equipped 


with the genius for sociological analysis and the character | 


and selflessness required for great scientific research. It 
is one of the most urgent and vital steps to be taken in 
work for the post-war Community—indeed, far the most 
vital of them all; for nothing else will, in the long run, 


count if Jewish family life is. shorn of its former vital ° 


power, its spiritual inspiration, and its sacred beauty. 


SNARES FOR DEMOCRACY 


THe Home Secretary, in one of his probing speeches on the 
problems of the day and the coming “shape of things,” has 
just been giving a few warnings to democrats in this country 
of the dangers in their path. “Dont tolerate the local 
authority committee which suppresses information it should 
rightly report to the Council and the public.” was one of them. 
“ Beware of the Council leader who seeks to be a dictatorial 
boss, improperly manipulating his party machine for his own 
purposes,” was another. And in a third, he urged that “ social 
and economic advance could, in the long run, only be success- 
fully and permanently achieved by the sustained collective 
effort of the people generally; a democracy that is waiting 
for things to be presented to it on a plate from above is not 
a true democracy ™ and is “liable to turn this way and that 
to the competitive and condescending political magicians.” 
These are home truths which every section in the country had 
certainly ‘better lay to heart, and which lose none of their truth 
merely because they have been spoken before—in particular 
the reference to the suppression cultivated by some local 
authorities. Uncalled-for secrecy in the conduct of affairs is 
the breeding ground of inefficiency and corruption, and, in 
essence, in radical conflict’ with the fundamentals of demo- 
cratic thought. It kills public interest and plays up only to 
the “ dictatorial boss” against whom Mr. Morrison rightly 
fulminates, just as surely as a people that is “a supphant for 
favours,” seeking “ big money” or “easy money ” instead of 
being self-reliant and stamping on “mere cgreerism,” only 
encourages the ambitions of “ political magicians.” At a time 
when Democracy has become our battle-cry in a ‘momentous 
struggle it is well that we all, here and abroad, do not close 
our eyes to faults all too common in its working and that we 
determine to correct them betimes. If we do not, we may be 
sure that the anti-democratic forces everywhere will not over- 
look them-—-and that when these elements are exposed, they 
will turn round and reply that “it’s all really the fault of the 
Jews!

JEWS AND THE POLISH ARMY 


UNFORTUNATELY, the further debate on the Polish-Jewish — 


soldiers—opportunely initiated by Mr. Driberg last Friday, 
before the grievances of these men were forgotten, had to be cut 
short by the time-limits of the House and before the Ministerial 
spokesman could finish his reply. Yet there were points in 
Mr. Driberg’s speech which only emphasised the poignancy 
of the position as it now stands. He reminded the House again 
that the soldiers now in prison for technical “ desertion” were 
arrested by British as well as by Polish police, thus making 
it an act under the British Government's authority. What was 
now asked for was another act by the Foreign Office and the 
War Office——the transfer of the men to British combatant ser- 
vices. It is difficult to avoid the impression gained from Mr. 
Eden's earlier replies that the obstacle to this course lies more in 
the attitude of the Polish than in that of the British Government. 
But the facts stated by Mr. Driberg, as well as the fact that the 
arrests were only made possible by the special Act of Parliament 
constituting Poles and others a sort of imperium in imperio, surely 
does give the authorities at home a right to be heard with a ce-tain 
amount of deference to their wishes, and a duty to see they 
are so heard. It is now becoming clear that the Polish authori- 


ties themselves have been influenced not a little by the 


strenuously advocated views of a body called the “ Polish 
Jewish Representation,” largely composed of former Polish 
Jewish politicians. These people had represented to the 
Polish Government that any segregation of the Jews in a special 
Jewish unit in the Polish Army would “ ghettoise ” them, and 
that that, or their transfer to the British Forces, would 
unnecessarily impair their position in the future Polish State. 
For such a theory something might—but even that is 
doubtful—hexe been said in the year 1940. It cannot be 
realistically maintained in 1944, in the light of experience 
gained since the seggregation was refused. It was earnestly to be 
hoped that Mr. Eden's expressed conviction that in considering 
the question of the sentences now’ being undergone, the Polish 
authorities would give full weight to the extenuating circum- 
stances, would not fall on deaf ears. 
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SENTENCES CONFIRMED 


It is highly discouraging, however, to learn from a reliable 
source that already a number of the savage sentences passed by 
the court martial have been confirmed; and it is little comfort 
that these victims have been transferred to the special military 
detention barracks under British control reserved for Allied milj- 
tary prisoners whose sentences exceed three months. The press 


. reports yesterday about the appointment of a commission of 


inquiry by the Polish National Council are apt to be misleading. 
In the first place, the Council was only able to pass a resolution 
and, as with many other such resolutions, the Polish Government 
may decline to act upon it. Even if the government accepted it, 
it is most unlikely that the Polish High Command would agree. 
Both the military and civil Polish authorities now appear to be 
determined not to vary their policy, which is to smother the 
whole question of the ill-treatment of minorities in the Polish 
Forces, to satisfy the British Government—obviously not a4 
difficult task in this matter—with some merely token actions, 
and to exploit the weaknesses and difficulties of Polish Jewish 
politicians so as to discredit the wretched victims and thus at the 
same time to belittle their complaints. At very short range this 
may seem quite clever. like so much of Polish policy in the past. 
In the long run it is bound to prove disastrous to the real interests 
of that healthy and happy Poland which we all would wish to 
see come into being after the war. 


OUR OWN “ HOME FRONT” 


AT a moment when the United Nations are busy with the 
fashioning of new_and better Orders, it is fitting that a thought 
should be given to the clarification of ideas on the shape 
the Anglo-Jewish “order” is to take in the years that lie 
ahead. The announcement, therefore, at the last Deputies’ meet- 
ing of the setting up of a sub-committee to consider the nature 
and scope of post-war Jewish problems “ with a view to their 
being dealt with in the most effective and appropriate way ” 
is deserving of more than the shrug of scepticism and 
defeatism which cynics and pessimists are prone to bestow 
upon such efforts. “Planning” as a popular word has only 
come into circulation in the political world in very recent years. 
though the idea, of course, is very old. In Anglo-Jewry, however. 
it mever took shape at all, and its communal organisations 
have grown up too often as a sort of jumble of improvisations. 
This, inevitably. has entailed defects from which the Com- 
munity has suffered materially. With the formidable needs 
at home and abroad that will confront us when the war ends. 
any similar course, with a host of well-meaning folk each one 
going his own way without collaboration or even consulta- 
tion, should be unthinkable. No tolerable New Order could 
be born out of such chaos, Happily, there are signs that this 
fact is being grasped. They are to be seen in the Manchester 
proposals relating to the care of the aged, in the tightening up 
of the Sefardi organisation, and in the amalgamation of the 
London Jewish Board of Guardians with that valuable 
organisation, the Jewish Association for the Protection of 
Girls, Women, and Children, which for so long rendered a 
splendid service in helping and protecting the most perilously 
beset members of Jewry. The sub-committee now to 
be set up by the Deputies will have first to. sketch out the 
chief purposes to be achieved in various spheres of communal 
life, it will have to attempt to weigh, their respective degrees 
of importance, and suggest the ways and means by which they 
are to be achieved. Two main caveats may be borne in mind. 
The first is that vested interests of institutions and individuals 
must give way to the general interest. The second is that, to 
make a success of the plans that will be tabled, strife and 
jealousy must be taboo. The Community will require every 
scrap of its energies for the hard task of reconstruction. 


THE “COMMUNAL CINDERELLA” 


A ceTrer from a correspondent on the subject of Jews’ 
College, written in anticipation of the Seminary's forthcoming 
annual Speech Day, draws attention to one or two important 
matters at the moment affecting that institution—the gross 
unsuitability of its locale, and the absence from its direction 
of a permanent Principal during the six years that have elapsed 
since Dr. Biichler died. These points are worthy of very care- 
ful consideration. But they ought not to be considered apart 
from the whole question of the College’s future, and more 
especially apart from the conduct of the Community towards 
it. Over a very long series of years THE JewisH CHRONICLE, 
a consistent friend of the College, has kept this question 
steadily to the fore, and has insistently pointed out that such 


shortcomings as that institution has manifested—and let #. 


never, in justice, be forgotten that it has also rendered signal 
service-—-have had their roots in the communal indifference 
and prejudice which long ago earned it the sobriquet of the 
communal Cinderella. For various reasons, the College has 
never, from the start, captured the communal imagination. 
Its work has been belittled and derided. Its student body has 
been denied recruits from quarters which might have enriched 
its quality, Its Ministers have often been treated as a sort of 
communal group imposed on the Community by some outlandish 
convention, barely tolerated as such, and thrust into a dull routine 
with little or no hope of promotion, It would be difficult to think 
of any similar institution on the Continent or in America that 
has been so scurvily and stupidly handled, or to estimate the 
damage wrought, as a result, to the communal weal. To-day 
there are gleams of hope of an educational revival, and 4° 
important nation-wide conference on the subject is being shortly 
held. It is of the first consequence that the whole future of Jews 
College—its place in the communal scheme of things—should 
figure prominently on the conference agenda. A Jewish educa- 
tional conference which separated without considering thes¢ 
questions and taking some initial practical steps would be inviting 
the most serious criticism from all who understand the vital 
importance of the subject they had chosen for their title, and 
the angry derision of a posterity which will as usual be called 
upon to suffer for the sins of its fathers.

Manchester Protest 


Organised by the Manchester branch of the 
Council for Civil Liberties, a a - was held at 
the Houldsworth Hall, Deansgate, Manchester, on 
Monday, when a resolution the Manchester 
Shop Kesistante’ Union “ vehemently protesting 
against the perpetuation of anti-Semitism cxempli- 
fied in the coercion of Jewish members in the Polish 
Armed Forces,” was manimously approved. 

The resolution continucd : 

Tite has in oo far as many unite 
of the Polish Forces have been quartered here, and we 
demand that the persecuted fews be given the riett to om 
for the Allied units. where.they can frecly with their 
comrades in the battle ageina Fascia tyrants. Onur fF orcien

Mr. P. M. Oliver said that these persecuted men 
had escaped the army without desiring to escape 
their obligations. They had grounds to believe they 
would be allowed to fight without being persecuted 
by their comrades. He regarded the trouDdle as part 
ot a still large: ene. The Brituwsh recognised by the 
Balfour Declaration that Jews constituted a nation. 
Poland was a member of the League responsible 
for the Mandate which recognised the Jews as a 
mation tt they had established a Jewish Nationa! 
Army this would have been avoided 


Tredes Council's Official Protest 


Mr. H. Newbold sand he wanted to emphasise that 
he was speaking officially for the Manchester and 
Salford Trades Council They had protested 
vigorously many times against anti-Semitism. They 
now made & Most vigorous protest against this dis- 
play of foul anti-Semitism in an organisation in 
this country. When they considered over 4,000,000 
Jews had been slaughtered in Central Europe all 
other crimes m history faded into insignificance, 

Mr. J]. D. Mack. M.-P. said he was proud to be 
associated with M:. Driberg im the stand on this 
question. These boys who had deserted were fine 
boys, not afraia to fight. Jews had never been afraid 
to fight: there was no finer episode than that of 
the 40,000 who sold their lives in the Warsaw ghetto 
for the righ: of freedom. He referred to Capt. 

raham's charge that Jews were deserting from the 

zech as well] a, the Polish Army as & monstrous 
faischood that had been refuted by a responsible 
non-Jewish Czech Minister. General Sikorski had 
said he deplored anti-Semitism as far as it existed 
and would use his endeavours to suppress it. But 
now the spectacle had to be faced of responsibility 
being passed on to the military authorities, 

Mr. Bobker seid the meeting proved that the 
moment Jews were pre to take up the cudeels 
on their own behalf they found thousands of com- 
rades among non-Jews. He criticised leading Jews 
in the community who shuddered at a mecting of 
this sort. His reply was that if they showed no t 
they could expect no allies. 

Mr. Dotiald Moore. a wounded ex-Serviceman 
who had also fought in Spain. moving the resolution, 
said it was not only the Jewish question. There was 


a wider aspect. Millions in Europe were going to 
lose their lives im the battle for freedom. ere 
we therefore going to allow the war to be fought 
in vain while Fascism throve in our midst? 

He was seconded by Mr. Sam Wild, who had also 
fought in Spain. Mr. Wild said that to-day all over 
the world hatred of Fascism was being demonstrated. 
It was not a. maticr for Jews alone. Everyone knew 
thas the forces that fostered anti-Semitism recog- 
nised that i was in their inferests to have a divided 
people. At Teheran they had made a decision that 
all manifestations of Fascism had to be destroyed. 
It had also to be destroyed in our midst. He spoke 
of the persecution of members of the Polish brigade 
which had fought in ~ pe to persecute whom 
Poles formerly in Rommel’s army (captured in North 
Africa) had been made N.C.Os in the Polish Army, 
Gestapo agents in their midst

DR. SALIS DAICHES ON THE 
ZIONIST “YES MEN” 


To commemorate the semi-jubilee of Rabbi Dr. 
Salis Daiches s ministry in Edinburgh, the pre- 
sentation of a Golden Book Certificate was made to 
him at the North British Hotel. Mr. A. Phillips 
who presided and made the presentation, recalic 
that the first visit to the city which Dr. Daiches made, 

ior to his appointment, was in connection with 

jonist work. Mr. S. N. Dorfman, Treasurer of 
the Zionist Association, Mr, P. Caplan, of the J.N.F. 
Commission, and Mr. R. Cohen, J.P., also spoke 

Dr. Daiches, in reply, recalled some of his long 
Zionist associations _ at forty years ago, when 
support of Zionist aspirations involved some self- 
sacrifice and the risk of unpopularity, he had been 
one of the few young men to serve the Zionist 
Federation. and as Hon. Secretary of its Palestine 
Committee, which met regularly in the house of its 
Chairman, Mr. Herbert Bentwich, had done a good 
deal of literary work for the cause, and even dared 
to preach Zionism from some London Synagogue 
pulpits. In this he had merely followed the tradi- 
tions of his family, who, long before the advent of 
Herzl, had worked as “ Lovers of Zion,” expressing 
this love in their writings and in Rabbinic teaching. 
For them Zionism was part of Judaism, and onc 
could not be maintained without the other 

There were those who imagined. Dr. Daiches con- 
tinued, that to be a true Zionist meant to endorse 
every move and every attitude of the official Zionist 
Organisation. and to apprave all the methods 
adopted by certain Zionist spokesmen in furtherance 
of the success of Zionist effort. This was a mistaken 
view, and might easily lead to very unfortunate 
results. The support of “ Yes Men” was of no 
real or lasting value to any cause, lcast of all to 
a cause which embraced such a lofty spiritual ideal 
as the regeneration of the Jewish people in its 
ancient homeland To inspire the rising generation 
of Jews in the free countrics of the world, one 
should place the ideal above mere material con- 
siderations: moral rejuvenation should be regarded 
as at least as important as physical regeneration and 
political restoration. With that end in view all 
phases and aspects of the Zionist Movement could 
be made to harmonise, and ultimate unity could be 
accomplished without depriving any section of its 
right to fotow its own reasoning and its own inter- 
pretation of the Zionist aspirations, or the methods 
by which they could be realised 


GLASGOW HABONIM 


The large attendance at a Pegisha held by the 
Glasgow Habonim in the Jewish Institute, included 
representatives from Edinburgh and London. Mr. 
Harold Levy presided. Reports showed that the 
Glasgow membership has passed the 200 mark.

OBITUARY 
MR. JAMES H. LOWE 


The death occurred last Friday at the Settlement, 
Berner Street, E.. of Mr. James Henry Lowe, pub- 
lisher of a number of Jewish works and ‘former 
managing Secretary of the Jewish Colonial Trust. 
He was 92 years old. 

His publications included a “ Tutorial Prepara- 
tion for Mishna and Gemara ™” (1926), “ Rashi on 
Genesis (1928), “* Oriental Calendars ” (1935 and 
1936), and “ Jewish Essentials ” (1938). 

Mr. Lowe was a son of Dr. Louis Loewe, an 
Orientalist of repute, who was the first Principal 
of Jews’ College, London, and. of Judith Lady 
Monicfiore College, Ramsgate; and was the father 
of the late Mr. Herbert Loewe, Reader in Rabbinics 


at Cambridge University, who died in 1940, and of, 


Mrs. Rose Henriques, the wife of Mr. Basil 
Henriques. }.P.. Warden of the Bernhard Baron 
Settlement, Berner Street, E. 


MR, M. A. COHEN (Lendon) was a pioncer 
worker in the field of Jewish education in this 
country. He was.a founder of the Hebrew Teachers 
‘Association and for many years its Chairman. He 
strove (writes the Rev. Dr, M. Lew) to raise the 
standard of Hebrew education and-to improve the 
status of the Hebrew teacher. He was himself an 
ideal teacher and at the Jews’ Free School and in 
many Metropolitan Taimud Torahs he enjoyed a 
high reputation and popularity among colleagues and 
pupils alike. Mr, Cohen's “ Yalde ha-Ivrim " is 
a useful introduction to the style and language of 
the Bible. His “ Practical Hebrew Tables ” may 
be described as an carly attempt at “ Hebrew for 
All.” Mr. Cohen was a Maskil in the best and 
truest sense of the word. He leaves a son and 
daughter, the latter the wife of the Rev. S. M. 
Bromberger, United Synagogue Welfare Minister. 


MR. ARTHUR LEWENSTEIN (Hull), aged 29, 
the only son of Mr. John Lewenstein (President 
of the Western Synagogue), and Mrs. Lewenstcin, 
of Beverley Hig oad, Hull, was an ardent 

blic worker. He served as Treasurer of the 

ebrew Board of Guardians, Vice-Chairman of the 
Judeans Literary Section, Secretary of the Hull 
Cowkeepers’ and Farmers’ Association, and as 
member of the Orphan Aid Society's dance com- 
mittee. At the outbreak of hostilities he was a mem- 
ber of the Fire Service and in one of the Hull blitzes 
sustained severe injuries from which he never fully 
recovered. After a brilliant scholastic career Mr. 
Lewenstein was awarded the Andrew Marvell Jack- 
son Prize in Law by the Council of the Hull Uniyer- 
sity College. as a result of passing the final examina- 
tion of the Law Society, having secured the highest 
place in Hull in the Honours Examination. 


MR, JACOB LIGHT (Manchester) was a Trusice 
and a member of the Council of the Manchester 
Central Synagogue until his death and had occupied 
the position of Treasurer from 1937 to 1940. He 
was (writes the Rev. A. gal) esteemed and 
respected by all; was a devout and orthodox Jew, 
whose death is a great loss to the congregation. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Haven of Our 
Desire 


“ So he bringeth them unto the haven of their 
desire.’—Psalm 107. 


Horr is everywhere in the Bibic, and in no part 
$0 conspicuously as in the Psalter. But it 
leads always from hope in the future, hope 
for the fulfilment of any desire of man, to hope in 
God. Passover this year is over, but surely the hope 
of Israel, so regularly renewed at this springtide 
season, is never past. From the days of Egypt it 
bas been hope, so often renewed, so often dis- 
appointed, that has kept our people alive and strong 
and confident. The words of another Psalmist are 
addressed to us to-day: “ Be strong and let thy 
heart take courage; yea, wait thou on the Lord.” 
™“ He hath broken the gates of brass and cut in 
sunder the bars of iron.” These words also from the 
107th Psaim express the unquenchable hope that 
the future has-m store for Isracl, and so for all 
mankind, the breaking of many kinds of barriers 


and bonds: between slavery and freedom, between . 


the sinner and forgiveness, between the starving soul 
and satisfaction, between the storm-tossed pigrim 
and the haven of his desire. What Hé did of old 
for our fathers. he can and will do again to-day, 
The apparently impossible has again and again been 
achieved by our Helper and our Shield. This hope 
has been, and remains to-day, the mainstay of 
Jewish life, It is the test of the steadfast and 
faithful soul in all generations, Herein fies the 
chicf fanh-of the Jew. 


RY hope and faith are not really two separate 
’ ideas, The one implies the other. Hope implies 
faith in a power outside ourselves. Faith is hope 
justified by knowledgec, by thought, by evidence of 
some sort or another, by some attempt to relate 
the future to the past, by the belief that: there is 
a* good purpose in God's government of the world 
and man’s mysterious part in that scheme. 

Hope is often blind, but faith is not: and for 
faith to be born of hope implies courage and patience 
and the ability to wait in addition to.all those other 
qualities and processes. The Israeliics were told to 
“ stand still and see the salvation of the Lord.” 
Miracles and the belief in them apart, condemn 
the “ wait-and-see™ policy as we will, the 
modern world, in. particular the modern Jew, 
needs very sorely a. return to the old faith 
in the redeeming power of God, the saving that 
cannot be achieved by us alone. Most great religions 
have much in common, but one thing above all was 
and remains the message of every one of them: that 
the Divine guidance is always there, beyond all the 
human courage, the patience, the hard work, the 
energy. the carefully laid plans—the 
hand of God. So be it a wise and right and healthy 
wish or hope that we may have, there is nothing 
else that in very truth can bring us to the haven 
of our desire. 

History proclaims sufficiently the fact of | this 
guidance which we can neither question nor under- 
stand: and what He did in former days He does 
and will do again. Except for the means of fighting 
and the extent of the conflict, even this war reveals 
nothing new i respect of man’s nature, his struggles, 
his puny lack of wisdom, his heroism, his failures 
and defeats. For the Jew, im particular, we qn 
only say that we believe, we have faith, that the 
end of Isracl’s sufferings is in sight, that the day 


of reckoning for his enemies is coming Once again, 


that justice, 0 slow, so halting in human affairs, 
will be triumphant, and that the Divine Justice does 
and will, when the world requirés it, overcome the 
Divine Mercy. 


4E words of the prophet Isaiah still express the 
very essence of our hope and our faith, in 
spite of the fiery furnace in which Israel has been 
tried again and again throughout the centuries: 
“ When thou passest through the waters, I will be 
with thee, and through the rivers, they shall not 
overfiow thee. When thou walkest through the fire, 
thou shalt not be burned. Fear not, for 1 have 
redeemed thee.’ There is no doubt whatever that 
it is this faith that has saved Jewish life and Jewish 
aspiration in ow people's darkest hours. Indeed, 
is it not Israel's chicf gift to the world, as it is the 
most precious gift of God to us? In the past it has 
been waved aloft as the banner of the Jew which 
neither disappointment nor tragedy nor failure nor 
death has been able to wrest from his hands. 

And to-day? Has this faith at long last deserted 
us? Are we now destined to put our faith in 
weapons forged by man, in plans for 4he future 
conceived in agony and carried out in fear? Are 
we to be content with leaders without real hope 
or disciplined faith, and with follovers who know 
nothing and care nothing but for comfort and 
security and a peace which is no peace? We 
for much more than our fathers did, for there are 
reater possibilities in life than any that they had 

nown. They looked backward, for the most part; 
we are able to look forward. But better to be a 
savage or an idiot or a prisoner than to be heirs to 
the glorious heritage our fathers have left behind 
them and to face the world as a people without a 
faith, without hope in God whose witnesses we are! 

In the bewilderment, the anxicty, aye, in the 
despair that appears to have. settled upon so many 
human hearts, in sO many ages, in so many lands, 
in the lack of faith which is slowly but surely doing 
its best to drag the Jew and all that he has done 
for the world from the stage of the world’s drama, 
there remains still the quiet whisper in our cars, 
corfident and comforting to-day, and especially

RAID VICTIM’S GRATITUDE 
Little Girl Gives Cheques To Hospital 


An act of gratitude shown in a practical way b 
a Jewish child, gravely injured in a recent air rai 
towards the hospital that saved her life, occurr 
last week when Vivienne Kankus, aged 8, presented 
cheques totalling £125, which she had collected from 
relatives and friends, to the South London Hospital 
for Women, Clapham.

ANTI-RACIAL CONFERENCE IN 
NORTH-WEST LONDON 


A conference to combat, racial discrimination was 
held at the Willesden Town Hall on Sunday at which 
the Mayor of Willestien, Alderman W. J. Hill, J.P., 
presided. Over 200 representatives from factori 
Jewish and negro societies, churches, 
organisations, and youth clubs attended the con- 
ference, which was arranged by the Willesden Joint 
Youth Commitee, formed on the initiative of the 
North-West Jewish Youth Centre, and sponsored 
by the National Couneil for Civil Liberties. 

Mr. S. P. Viant, M.P. for East Willesden, said 
that it was their duty to stop the poison of racial 
discrimimation from being spread further, If they 
allowed the discrimimation to grow, said the speaker 
they would experience a state of affairs that existed 
in Nazi Germany to-day. 

Mr. J. D. Buckle, of the Colonial Information 
Bureau, gave some examples of racial discrimina- 
tion as it operated against the negro. 

Mr. Jan Brodt, formerly a lieutenant in the Polish 
Army, said tie had been in the Polish Army for 10 
years and the anti-Semitism existing m that army 
was due not to the mass of the people but to the 
Polish aristocrats, landowners, and military com- 
manders 

Mr. Warszawski said that he had seen sonie of 
the Polish Jewish soldiers when they came to Loridon 
and had urged the need to form Jewish units in 
Polish Army. a suggestion which the great majority 
of them approved, This was, however, Strongly 
objected to by the Polish Jewish Representation in 
the Polish Nationa! Council. 

Prof. H. Levy said that anti-Semitism was a form 
of insanity and that there was no foundation in 
science for the assumption that there was a bio- 
logical distinction between one section of humanit 
and another. Those guilty of put#ng up 
slogans were pro-Fascist and pro-Nazi and were 
working to sap the unity of the people in its greatest 

Mr. B. Phillips, of the National Counci! for Civil 
Liberties, urged them to have an informed opinion. 

Resolutions denouncing racial discriminauion, out- 
lining practical measures to be taken, and demand- 
ing the release of recently sentenced Polish 
Jewish soldiers were adopted.

Mr. John D. Mack has stated that he is a 
threats both by telephone and in writing.

HALF-MILLION HOT DRINKS 


Some interesting figures have been given to me 
by Mr. Albert Segal, Hon. Organiser at the Balfour 
Services Club, concerning the numbers of meals, &c., 
provided in the first year of working at the club 
(which, as reported last week, has just celebrated 
its first birthday). Others besides the statistical- 
minded will no doubt be astonished at the number 
which are evidence of the demand and popularity 
such a club among the Forces. Main meals served 
numbered 150,000; breakfasts 35,000; subsidiary 
meals 200,000: tea meals 150.000: hot beverages 
500,000. Members entering the club numbered 
250,000. and the number of beds occupied was 
18.200. Private hospitality was arranged for 680 
members of the Forces for their period of leave 
and entertainment in private families was provided 
for 1,500. First-aid and personal service were given 
to 400 ; special grants in kind (mostly hospital cases), 
woollics, cigarettes, &c., to G00; 2,000 meal tickets 
were given out; and 7.000 tickets for cinemas and 
shows. For Jewish Holy-days, arrangements were 
made for 2,500 troops.

A Conversation 


Overheard by a 
Correspondent 


1E following conversation was recently over- 

heard between two Jewish women, one a 

Zionrt worker and the other a communal 
worker of note, whom the Zionist woman believed 
to be anti-Zionist. 

Zionist Worker began by asking Communal 
Worker whether ii was really a fact that, although 
an enthusiastic worker for Jewish causes and a social 
worker of great experience and some renown, she 
yet did not favour the establishment in Palestine 
of a Jewish Natsonal Home. 

C.W.: it is not altogether truce to say that I do not 
favour such an establishment. I do want as many 
as possible of the unfortunate Jewish refugees who 
want to f° there to be enabled to do s tIreely and 
without hindrance. 

Z.W.: Does that mean you are a Zionist for other 
people but not for yourself and your friends? 

..W.: That is rather a wide generahsation, but. 
1 will let it pass and concur. 

Z.W.: what is the sense of your work 
ing for Jewish education, for the Jewish religious 
mstruction of children, or for the Synagogue? All 
these things are based on the fundamental idea of 
the survival of the Jewish people, which alone is 
eer pes by restoring to them their ancient Home- 
and and the dignity of nationhood. 

C.W.:1 am as keen as you are on the survival 
of the Jewish people, and | think my life and my 
work, to say nothing of the fact that I think I am 
actually more observant of Jewish religious rules 
than yourself, go to prove it. 


History Of a Remaant 


Z.W.: But isn't it a fact that religious observance 
alone has never yet preserved a people? Look how 
often the strictly religious Jew becomes assimilated 
and ts lost to the JeWish people. As Dr. Weizmann 
has recently said, Jewish history is traditionally the 
history of a remnant of its people, but there may 
come a time when no remmant of Jewry remains if 
you insist only on the religious aspect and neglect 
the vital national side of the picture. . 

C.W.:1 think this question of survival is the crux 
of the matter. You see, w a mother has a young 
child to tend. her first and most insistent job is 
to establish within the tiny frame a sound constitu- 
ion as a basis for a heakhy life. She is zealous 
about it and strictly observes ail the rules set down 
at the time for ical baby rearing. But when her 
child grows strong and physically independent she 
must beware of carrying on too long the excellent 
routine of its infancy [ she insists on fussing over 
her child when it is no longer necessary, she will 
produce mialadiustments. | look upon the Jewish 
people very much in the same light. In the early 
days of the dispersal, & was vital to preserve the 
very life of the nation, and tor this purpose, our 
Rabbis. laid down certain admirable. and workable 


laws and rules, cleverly intermingling the national | 


and religious ideas Bui, as I see it, to-day Jewish 
survival is in fact assured. The child no longer needs 
the same treatment, and to go on fussing about this 
question of survival can only lead to maladjustment. 

Z.W.: Well, alter what hes bappened m recent 
years, I think your attitude is extremely optimistic, 
and in no way based on fact.

C.W.: Yes. U fully admit the ghastly tragedy. But

He would like to sce 
more Jewish education among the youth So many 
young men and women had grown up in the past 
few years who were entirely estranged from Jewish 
life and Jewish practice and Jewish knowledge.

The 
speaker referred to the wonderful achievements of 
the Jewish people in Palestifie, The only guarantce 
of Jewrh safety was the possession of a country 
of their own. With such a country the recognition 
on the part of the rest of the world would be much 
sironger towards the Jewish people.

Norfolk Pic 

Sausage meat, leeks. 2? Ib.: thick gravy, 
4 pint; potatoes, | margarine, oz.- cooked 
dried peas, 4 oz.: dried mint. 

Crore the leek finely, mix most of it with the 
sausage meat and put in a greased fireproof dish . 
put the peas on top, sprinkle with dricd mint, and 
pour over the thick gravy.

Salmon F ritters 


Household salmon, | Ib. tin; houschold milk, 
1 gill; flour, 3 oz.; 2 reconstituted eggs: vinegar 
and parsicy, | tablespoonful of cach; baking 
powder, | level teaspoon; salt and pepper. 
_ Beat up the eggs, add a little of the milk, then stir 
im the flour smoothly. Add flaked salmon, remain- 
ing milk, salt and pepper. Parsicy and vinegar, and 
lastly the baking powder. Fry in spoonfuls in hot 
fat; when a golden brown on one side, turn and 
brown on the other. 


Savoury Cabbage with Watercress Sauce 

Four large cabbage leaves; 1 Ib. mashed potato: 
1 leek; 4 tablespoonfuls chopped watercress: salt 
and pepper. 

Pur cabbage leaves into boiling water and cook 
for 5 minutes. Chop leek finely and fry a golden 
brown, mix with the freshly mashed potato, add the 
watercress, and season with salt and pepper. Place 
a quarter of this mixture in cach leaf, roll up tightly. 
put in a greased fireproof dish, and keep hot while 
making the sauce 

Watercress sauce.——Melt } oz. fat in a smal! sauce- 
Pan, stir in a level tablespoonful flour, cook for a 
minute or two, then gradually add } pint milk: stir 
till boiling, season with salt and pepper. and add 
2 tablespoonfuls chopped watercress. Pour this 
over the stuffed cabbage and place under the grill 
for a few minutes. Serve garnished with watercress.
